RUSSIANS WIN 
AT JUNCTION OF 
-STYR AND LIPA 


PETROGRAD, July 21, via London, 
10,03 p.m,—Russian troops, advanc- 
ing toward the northern Galician bor- 
der, have defeated the Austro-Hun- 
girians’ in the region of the conflu- 
ence of the Styr and Lipa rivers and 
have captured more than 1,000 pris- 
oners, says the official statement Iis- 
sued today, 

The Austrians retired to the heights 
near the town v». Berestech. 

The official statement follows: 

“On many sectors of the Dvina 
front there were violent . artillery 
fights. 

“In the region of the Styr, above its 
confluence with the Lipa, we dealt 
another stroke at the enemy, ejecting 
him from the village of Verbene and 
from fortified works south of that vil- 
lage, and, keeping on the heels of hia 
bewildered. rear, seized the crossings 
of the’ Styr. ~The éhemy retired to- 
wards the heights near the town of 
Berestechk, and is beginning partial- 
ly to surrendet, Prisoners already ta- 
ken number over 1,§00, includins 
miuny officers, 

“Our brave regimental command- 
er, Cof. Tatarnoff, died gloriously 
fighting, the latter part of June in the 
region of Kozin, southwest of Dubn>, 
at the head of hia regiment, while 
crossing a river, under a murderous 
fire and putting the enemy to disor- 
derly flight.” 


RUSSIANS DRIVE 
BACK THE ENEMY 
FROM LIPA RIVER 


PETROGRAD, July 21. via London, 
July 22.—The war office communica- 
tion issued this evening says: 

“Western front: The vallant army 
of General Sakharoff, having sur- 
mounted all the difficulties uf crossing 
the Lipa under the concentrated fire 
cf the enemy on Thursday, drove back 
the enemy, who fied in disorder. Our 
artillery is shelling the retreating en- 
emy columns which have been driven 
across the Lipa at several points. 

“Wednesday we took about 1,009 
prisoners and four cannon, three cf 
which were loaded. Prisoners con- 
tinue to come in. Further informa- 
tion indicates that the prisoners take: 
in Thursday's battle numbered three 
officers and 155 men, Four machine 
guns were also captured. ‘This figh:- 
ing took place in the region southwest 
of Kimpolung (sduthern Bukowina) in 
the Waleputna region, where the en- 
emy Waa driven from one hoight. 

“The number of prisoners taken in 
the battle of the 16th continues to in- 
crease, at present numbering 2,817 
men and 75 officers. The booty al- 
ready listed consists of three guns, 4% 
machine guns, 36 bomb throwers, 50 
cages of grenades and bombs, sixty 
canes of ammunition, 68 cases of ma- 
chine gun cartridge belts and thrve 
depots containing 86,570 shells, 5,230 
hand grenades and @ huge quantity of 
rife cartridges and other war mator- 
ial,”

The capture of « Gumuskhaneh 
marks a notable advance for the Rus- 
sian Caucausus forces under Grand 
Duke Nicholas. Gumuskhaneh is 
forty miles northwest of Baiburt, the 
capture of which was reported by the 
Petrograd wary office on July 16. It 
is about fifty miles directly north of 
Erzingan, the objective of the Rus- 
sian army which recently took Ma- 
makatun, fifty miles to the west. 


AUSTRIANS ADMIT 
HAVING RETIRED 


VIENNA, July 21, via London.— 
The Austrian war office announces 
that under the pressure of attacks by 
the Russians the Austro-Hungarian 
fortes In the region of the Styr and 
Lipa rivers, north of the Galician bor- 
der, have been forced to withdraw 
to new positions in the regicn of Bere- 
stéchk. : . 

The statement saya: 

“In the sector at the mouth of the 
Lipa the enemy attacked after artil- 
iery preparations which lasted sev- 
cral days. His advance by way of 
Werben was arrested. Nevertheless, 
we withdrew our salient positions be- 
tore a new threatening surrounding 
movement in the region of Bete- 
stechk.” 


NO DECISION ON 
2 PER CENT. BEER 


Large Amount is Being Sold in 
Calgary, But No Action is 
Taken

CALGARY, July 21.—Whoether or 
not two per cent. beer can be classed 
as an intoxicant by the Provincial 
government, and, therefore, be pro- 
hibited, is not yet known, but from a 
reliable source it is learned that this 
is extremely unlikely, 

The bars which are selling the tem- 
perance beer are doing considerable 
business these hot days. The bever- 
age appears to be quite popular, 

But nobody has been etting in- 
toxicated on it, despite fie amount 
that has been sold. The only way 
that’ it could be made intoxicating 
would be by strengthening it up with 
whisky or brandy, but apparently no- 
body is troubling to do this. 

Since the new beer was put on sale 
but one charge of intoxication has 
come up in police court and in this 
case it was charged that the accused 
had been drinking a tonic wine, the 
kind that is obtainable in drug stores. 

Full reports on the local situation 
have been made to the attorney- 
general's department at Edmonton. 
Inspector Forester, of that depart- 
ment, pafd a visit to Calgary on Wed- 
nesday. While here he visited the 
various hatelsa where the new beer waa 
on sale. 

Asked as to what*action would be 
taken, if any, Mr. Forster would say 
nothing, aa the decision was up to the 
department. So far no decision has 
been made. 

Acting Mayor James Hornby has 
suggested that if the sale of two per 
cent, beer is permitted in Calgary the 
iplacea which sell it should be taxed 
‘or the privilége.

DUN’S REPORTS SAY 
THAT CONDITIONS 
ARE ENCOURAGING 


Distribution of Seasonable Mer- 
chandise Increased With 
Warmer Weather

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, July 21.—Despatches 
to Dun’s Review from branch offices 
of R. G. Dun and company in the 
leading cities of the Dominion of 
Canada continue generally encourag- 
ing, most centres reporting that the 
distribution of seasonable merchan- 
dise has increased with the advent of 
warmer weather, and that consider- 
able activity is already shown in the 
preparations for fall and winter busi- 
ness. 

Montreal reports quieter conditions 
in some lines, usual at this period. 
Halifax reports that conditions in the 
maritime provinces are decidedly fa- 
vorable, Wholesalers, retailers and 
manufacturers at Quebec appear to 
be satisfied with the general situa- 
tion, and claim that the movement 
of merchandise is well above that of 
this time last year. Warmer and 
more settled weather and steady 
crop progress have stimulated con- 
fidence at Toronto among retailers. 

Trade conditions in the far west 
and northwest continue very satisfac- 
tory, and with the steady progressing 
of the crops, an active fall and win- 
ter business is confidently anticipated. 
Winnipeg reports an improved tone 
in almost every important depart- 
ment of trade. Current business at 
Calgary is in substantial volume, and 
every indication § points to a brisk 
movement of merchandise for the 
balance of the year. Regina reports 
an active demand for dry goods, 
clothing, groceries and other staples 
at wholesale. Very little change is 
reported by Edmonton, business in 
practically all leading lines at that 
centre being fully up to normal, with 
promise of improving conditiong with 
the progress of the season.

One of our offensive patrols encountered eleven Ger- 
man machines, and, as a result, three German machines were shot 
down, one bursting into flames. 

“Another encounter between four of our machines and six of the 
enemy's lasted 45 minutes. One Fokker was then shot down and an- 
other badly damaged. The remainder fled. 

‘During other air combats a fifth German machine was forced 
to the ground. Our total loss during the day was one machine, 

“It has now been established that the enemy’s assault on July 
18th on the Delville wood area over a front of 2,000 yards was made 
by at least 13 battalions, drawn from four different divisions, The 
enemy's losses were correspondingly great.’’

HEAVY LOSSES 
TO THE BRITISH 


Says Over 2,000 Killed and 
Nearly 500 Taken 
Prisoner 


ADMITS HAVING 
MADE RETIREMENT 


British Statement Shows 
Discrepancy in Regard to 
German Allegation 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BERLIN, July 21, via London 
(10.20 p.m,)—An attack by British 
forces against the Germans at Brom- 
elles, north of La Bassee, on Wednes- 
day, resulted in the loss by the at- 
tackers of more thaun 2,000 men kill- 
ed and nearly 500 men taken pris- 
oner, according to @ statement given 
out by the war office today, 

The statement eontinues: 

“An attack by the Bnglish in the 
region of Fromelles on Wednesday - 
was executed, we have established, by 
two strong divisions, The brave Bay- 
arian division, before whose front 
the attack took place, counted on the 
ground in front of them more than 
2,000 enemy killed, and brought in 
481 prisoners, Including, ten officors 
and sixteen machine guns. 

“On both sides of the Somme the 
enemy yesterday, as was expected, 
prepared to deliver a main blow, but 
it failed. After the strongest fire pre- 
paration oer a front of about forty 
kilometres (about 27 miles) attacks 
were made from the south, of Posi- 
eres to the weat of Vermandovillors. 
More than seven divisions, with more 
than 200,000 men, participated in the 
attacks. 

“Tho result for the enemy is that 
tho first line of the German division 
along a front of about three kilo 


-metrea south of .Hardecourt, was 


presged back from its’ foremoat tron- 
ches into the next trenches, vine 800 
metres behind, and enemy divisions 
penetrated into the salient of the lit- 
tle wood of Vermandovillers. 

“On the entire remaining front the 
wild onsets broke to pieces against 
the death-defying toyalty of our 
troops, with extraordinary losses for 
the enemy. Up to the present 17 of- 
ficers and 1,200 men have been cap- 
tured, 

“On the remainder of the front 
there is nothing special to report. 
The artillery and mine-throwing ac- 
livity south of La Bassee canal and 
northwest of Lens, as well as in the 
Argonne and on both sideg of thee 
Meuse, increased at Intervals. North 
of Venderesse, in the Aisne region, 
small French detachments advanced, 
after an ‘eexplosion which was with- 
out result, but were repulsed and the 
crater was occupied by us.

“119th” regiment, consisting of 1,100 
ment, lost 980 men, and two other 
battalions of the same regiment each 
more than half their effective 
strength. 

“With the purpose of stigmatizing 
such reports and tranquilizing the 
people at home," the German com- 
munication continues, “it may be re- 
marked that ite (the regiment's) en- 
tire losses in recent weeks, until yea- 
terday, were happily slightly lens 
than 600 men. Thieerefore, its lons, 
however deplorable in itself, amounta 
to only a quarter of the British alleg- 
ation,” 

The British press bureau appends 
a note to the German communica- 
tion pointing out, with reference ta 
the latter portion, that the Poldhu 
Message mentioned the “190th” regi- 
ment and not the “119th,” which is 
the Wurttemburg regiment stationed 
on the Ypres salient, ‘where it has 
had no serious fighting during the 
last four weeks" , 

“If in that time,” the press bureau 
continues, “It lost 500 men, this is a 
graitfying result. The losses of the 
190th regiment, therefore, remain un- 
challenged.”

Editor Bulletin: 

Dear Sir,—In this morning's issue 
of your splendid paper you report that 
at a meeting of the various recruiting 
officers in this city yesterday, it was 
stated, that men are not coming in 
fast enough and that drastic steps 
were recommended to be taken to en- 
sure the requisite number of warriors. 

IT do not in any way wish to say 
enything to hinder recruiting, for I've 
volunteered for overseas service, and 
been turned down. 

In one of your issues recently, you 
stated that Quebec and the Maritime 
Provinces were many thousands of 
men under the mark assigned them 
for overseas, To me, it seems incred- 
ible, that the government keeps up 9 
very expensive recruiting staif in Al 
berta which could be better employed 
omongst the laggards in the above 
provinces. Amongst the recruiting of- 
ficers are “burky”’ men, why not sen. 
them to the. front and by their exam- 
ple stimulate others, 

In your report of the recruiting 
meeting yesterday one spenker says, 
“we've got to go right in and pull out 
the men.” 

Such talk as this, Mr, Editor, an- 
u:gonizes many men who would other- 
wise enlist, and is not necessary with 
Britishers, Why not “pull out" the 
aliens who swarm in the city like bees 
and for all we can see are not doing 
anything for the/defense of the em- 
pire. 

It may not be known that a colored 
battalion from the city and vicinity, 
bas been repeatedly offered to the mili- 
tary authorities but has been turned 
down. Also, at the begining of the war 
: Ruthenian battalion was offered ana 
was declined. 

Now, sir, this is the time to consoll- 
date the empire. Why not allow every 
man who desires enlist, no matter 
what his nationality as long as he is 
loyal and wants to help out his adopt- 
od countty, ‘But the recruiting officers 
ure blind to these splendid offers and 
slight their loyal offers, 

Again, sir, it was advocated at the 
recruiting. meeting to dismiss the 
single men from employment, no mat- 
ter how loyally they've stood by and 
worked for their employers. This to 
my mind is a distinct grievance. Many 
a young man supports his father, 
mother and sisters and if he enlisted 
would bring these to privation, and, 1f 
he were killed during the war to ex- 
treme suffering.

Alderson, who was in com- 
mand, states that as a result of ex- 
perience under war conditions the mea 
of the Canadian division exchanged 
their Ross rifles for Lee Enficlds 
whenever and wherever possible, What 
Is they picked up Lee Enfields on the 
battlefield and threw away their Roas 
rifles, This is corroborated by scores 
of letters from the front at the time 
and by hundreds of returned men, 
This practice was carried to such a 
cegree at General Alderson issued 
ane expressly forbidding this being 

one, 
The battle of Langemark or St. Ju- 
lien, took place in April, 1915, In that 
battle the Canadian troops behaved 
with the most conspicuous gallantry, 
under surprise conditions, and by their 
heroism and sacrifice saved the day. 
The experiences of that battle decidad 
the British authorities to re-arm the 
Canadians with the Lee Enfield rifia. 
General Alderson states that when the 
Lee Enfields were distributed it was 
found that notwithstanding his direct 
¢rders some three thousand men cf 
the first division were already armed 
with Lee Enfields. 

From time to time complaints were 
fade regarding the Ross rifle and 
eomo time in 1915 an Imperial com- 
mission was appointed to investigate 
It nierits..The premicr of.Canada be- 
ing asked on the floor of parliament 
ot last session, refused to make the re- 
Fort public.

nee is that the report was adverse or 

tt would not have been withheld. Not- 
withstunding this report the second 
and third Canadian fyislons were 
armed with Ross rifles, 

The fierce attacks on the Canadian 
positions held by the second and third 
divisions in April and May last, and 
the terrible casualty lists, naturally 
drew attention to the condition of the 
arms and equipment of those divisions. 
Reports from the. official eye-witness 
gave instances of positions having to 
be abandoned because the men’s rifles 
had jammed. The terrible results of 
such a condition need not be dwelt 
upon, About the middle of May there 
appeared in the Canadian press a let- 
ter from General Alderson, written 
tome months before, while he was still 
in command of the Canadians, in which 
he strongly criticized the efficiency *f 
the Ross rifle. On his attention being 
called to the letter the premier stated 
itn, parliament that he had already 
cabled to Sir Douglas Haig for his 
cpinion of the Ross rifle, and promis- 
ed to act on that opinion when re- 
ecived, That was over two months ago. 
In the meantime the most bitter fight- 
ing of the war has taken place, Gana- 
dian casualties have run into the 
thousands. Only now the decision has 
been reached to replace the rifle of 
Froven inefficiency with the rifle of 
proven efficiency. . 

The efficiency of his rifle means lifo 
or death to the soldier; it means victory 
or defeat for the army; it means pres- 
tige or destruction for the nation, If 
the facts were not established beyond 
question it would) be inconceivable 
that there should be left in the hands 
of the Canadian soldier one moment 
Ionger than was absolutely necessary 
a’ rifle in regard to whose absviute ef- 
ficiency there could be any doubt, The 
first action in which the Canadians 
were engaged settled the facts as to 
the comparative efficiency of the Ross 
rifle. The authorities who refused to 
take cognizance of the fact, thus es- 
tablished by the death and wounds of 
men, and to at once take measures to 
Amend conditions, are blood guilty, 
before God and the world, and must 
be held absolutely and directly respon- 
sible for the large proportion of the 
casualties since that time resulting 
from the inefficiency of the weapon 
placed by them in the hands of our 
soldiers with which to protect their 
bwn lives and uphold the honor and 
Nberty of our country.

(1) Use fly paper or a suitable cage 
for catching them or a small metallic 
broom in the house. If there is a 
barn or manure heap or garbage p!' 
near the house where they breed kee, 
the surface moist with a strong solu- 
tion of sulphate“of ipon or chloride of 
lime, (2) It depends upon the kind 
of a disinfectant you want. Either 
the crystals of sulphate of iron or the 
powder of chloride of lime may be 
sprinkled about, as they oxidize 
quickly in the air, especially if it is 
moist. They could also be dissolved 
in water, say a pound of the iron to a 
gallon of water or a similar quantity 
of the lime, and frequently sprinkled 
on manure or garbage.

The 
statement of one minister, for in- 
stance, that North Perth in some 
respects is an unusual riding, that 
conditions there are not uniform 
and especially the statement ‘I do 
not regard it at all as an indication 
of the sentiment of the province,’ 
are belittling the significance of the 
result. 

“The Ontario government may 
easily discover the reasons which 
accounted for the defeat of their 
candidate by reading the heart of 
the rank and file. They are ignorant 
of or blind to the dissatisfaction of 
members of their own party and of 
voters at large. The Ontario cab- 
inet has become an autocratic in- 
stitution in a democratic country. 
That is the verdict of ‘nundreds of 
Conservatives who wil take the 
strongest . possible measures, as 
they say themselves, ‘to teach the 
government a lesson.’ The dislike 
of the autocracy shared by the op- 
position and by independent. voters 
who are becoming more an@& more 
numerous as years pass because of 
the unsatisfactory political state, 

‘The same argument applies to 
federal politics and to politics in 
other provinces. The political ma- 
chine has been running the country, 
the people being generally regarded 
as automatic parts of the machine 
to be cranked at will. While the 
blame for the present condition rests 
with the country at large, the time 
has come when the people are be- 
gining to revolt. They do not like 
autocracy, or premiers (some with- 
out backbones, some without hon- 
esty), or bribery and corruption in 
high places,.all of which they have 
had in the last few years in nau- 
seating quantities. If politicians re- 
fuse to read the signs they will have 
to taste defeat at the polls. Defeat 
of such mistaken ideas of govern- 
ment is good for the country. There

The Riot at Camp Borden. 
From Toronto Telegram report of July 11. 

‘The disturbance was provoked by 
the morning exercises, lasting four 
hours, under a broiling sun, preparing 
the troops for today's review hetore 
General Hughes. It was the third 
day for some of the soldiers, It was 
very hot and it was very dusty, and as 
the men manoeuvre from T's0 a.m, 
to 1.30 p.m, over the plain, which has 
only recently been ‘stumped,’ they 
became fagged and thirsty. And they 
carried no water bottles, and were not 
allowed to drink from the creek; this 
latter due to sanitary reasons. 

“During the afternoon, the London 
battalions, still chafing over their 
grievance of being removed hero in a 
hurry (just so that General Hughes 
guild look them over) from Carling 

amp, at London, where they had 
more congenial’ surroundings and 
could see their friends more conveni- 
ently, got out of hand. Towards even- 
ing, several hundred of the’men form- 
ed up in a straggling way on Hughes 
avenue, led by men waving great sticks 
and howling. Most of them had a 
stick of some kind, and all were shout- 
ing. Among the shouts could be. 
heard such things as ‘Do we like this 
hole?’ ‘No.’ ‘We can't get'a wash,’ 
‘We want wet canteens.’ ‘We want to 
go back to London,’ ‘We won't sleep 
and live in dust for twenty-four 
hours.’ 

“Also, there was a song, the product 
of some camp wit, expressive of the 
complaints of the men, and with a 
chorus made up of the repetition of 
one line: ‘To with Camp Borden.” 
This chorus was frequently heard dur- 
ing the demonstration. 

“Attempts were made from  head- 
quarters to halt the disorder by hav- 
ing the men called to assembly, but 
unfortunately the telephone service to 
the camp of some of the newly-arrived 
battalions was not installed. 

“The rioters moved toward camp 
headquarters, but were intercepted by 
Colonels Mewburn and Osborne, Even 
they were not respected, and a few 
pleces of wood and stones were flung 
at them. There were such cries of 
disapproval as ‘We want to get away 
from here,' and ‘We joined to fight 
Germans and not eat dust.’ Then they 
moved on to headquarters, and invad- 
ed the south verandah, yelling defiant- 
ly. Some climbed up on the roof; 
others mounted the railway flat cars 
nearby. By this time the crowd num- 
bered over three thousand,” , 

General Hughes arrived on the 11th 
by special train to inspect the camp. 
The Telegram reports: 

“While the General was speaking 
one of the bands struck up a few bars 
of ‘How Dry I am.’ 

“The officers,returned to the batta- 
lions and the final march past took 
place. The heat was so intense that 


it was a frequent sight to see men 
dropping in their tracks. 
“Following the march, battalions 


could be heard shouting, ‘Will we stay 
in Camp Borden?’ and answering ‘No! 
No!' There have been many stories 
afloat about wholesale desertions in 
the last two days. 

“It is said the London battalion was 
shy about 300 men when they turned 
out this morning. From Barrie came 
a report that about a hundred soldiars 
had passed the night there, and in Al- 
landale, sleeping in the open, It is 
thought that.many of those who have 
left the camp did so, not #0 much be- 
cause of dissatisfaction with the camp, 
but from fear of punishment for last 
night's demonstration.”

Many Edmontonians pride them- 
selves on their flower gardens, which 
for the most part are pictures of 
great loveliness, but comparatively 
few know that in and around the city 


there are wild flowers which  fre- 
quently vie with and even surpass 
some of the cultivated varieties. A 
trip through the country in the Ed- 
monton district just now, especially 


if one has some knowledge of wild 
flowers, is of absorbing interest. But 
one need not wait for the hot, leafy 
months, for from the early spring un- 
til late in the fall there is a succes- 
sion of wild flowers that for beauty 
of form and color cannot be equalled 
by many places on the continent, 


One of the early common flowers 
is that member of the lily family 
Known as “False Solomon's Seal,” 
with its long, curving, zig-zag stem, 
feathery, deeply-ribbed leaves, and 
terminal flower clusters. The leafy- 
stemmed Canadian violets, with the 
leaves growing not from the base but 
from the slender stems, and having 
pale violet and white flowers, are al- 
ways welcome visitors. There are 
the high-bush cranberries, often cal- 
led Viburnums—one kind with large, 
white flowers, and the other without 
flowers. The twin-flowered honey- 
suckle is to be found here, and so is 
the red osier dogwood, The clematis, 
with its beautiful, graceful, twining 
vine, and purple flower, is always a 
source of admiration; in the fall the 
silky plumes of its seed pods give 
rise to the name of the “Old Man's 
Beard,” The American vetch, with 
its biue flowers And small leaflets, is 
to be found everywhere, There are 
two kinds of everylasting pea—one 
with a white and yellow flower, with 
large stipules at base of leaf, and the 
other known as the Veiny, larger and 
stronger than the other, with small 
stipules and a purplish flower 


Near Whitemud Creck, on the 
south gide, is to be found just*now the 
leek, making a beautiful sight with 
the pink and purple flowers bunchéd 
at the head. At the same place one 
may see the bog violet, its fleshy, 
green leaves plastering the moss be- 
low. Among the earlier flowers to be 
seen near the same place is the Lab- 
rador Tea, so called because the In- 
diang used to make tea from its 
leaves. The narrow, oblong leaves 
are green above, and their edges are 
rolied back, being covered under- 
neath with a brownish, woolly cover- 
ing. The small, white flowers are 
clustered at the ends of the branches, 
Another carly flower is the American 
cowslip, often called the Shouting 
Star. Near the cemetery on the 
south side in the early spring may be 
seen large numbers of the Pasque 
flower, often called the crocus. It is 
a solitary, erect flower with from five 
to seven purplish sepals, Both stem 
and leaves are covered with = silky 
hairs, Through the wet places in the 
earliest spring grows the Bweet Colts-

In the woods at the present time 
are large quantities of the highly- 
prized Northern Twin flower, of 
which Linnaeus was so fond, It is the 
most delicately beautiful of all the 
wild flowers, and has two pendulous, 
bell-shaped, pink, fragrant blossoms. 
The Orchidacea, commonly known as 
Habenarias, having green shafts with 
small, greenish flowers attached, 
grows in profusion. Here and there 
one may see the one-flowered Winter- 
greens, sometimes known as Moneses, 
with theit small leaves and. nodding 
flowers. The*Pyrola,’atao of the Win- 
tergreen family, 1s very common. It 
has pink, an@ even reddish, flowers. 
Another variety, not so common,: is 
the Lop-Sided Pyrola, with greenish- 
white flowers. There are great quan- 
tices of Astragalas, or milk votches, 
very similar to the garden sweet pea, 


On the northern bank of the Sas- 
katchewan are to be found in early 
spring the hawthorns—a fact which 
is very little known. West of gov- 
ernment house, on the level land 
along the Stony Plain road, grow 
large numbers of marsh marigolds, 
belonging to the same family as the 
crocus, with thelr large, yellow flow- 
ers, 


All over the country at the present 
time may be seen the wood anemone, 
more often called the wind flower, 
because, although delicate-looking, it 
withstands all storms with fortitude. 
Roses are very plentiful this year, 
and seem to be more deeply colored 


than usual And then, of course, 
there are the gorgeous Orange lilies, 
making a magnificent sight all 
through the countryside. The black 


snake root is very common; it has 
small heads of flowers and palmate 
leaves. ‘The silverberry shrub is an 
early visitor. It is sometimes called 
the Wolf Willow; the sweet-perfumed 
fowers are green outside and yellow 
inside, There are plenty of butter- 
cups, fiom the white water flower 
with divided leaves, to the large 
stemmed Crowfoots. Oxide daisies 
may also be found in profusion. The 
showy Prairie Sunflowers make a 
great display every summer. One 
should not forget, too, the Bird's-eye 
Primrose, a beautiful little flower 
with a yellow centre that gives it its 
humme, 


Tho Troximom ts like the cultivated 
cornfuwer, bit hes a yellow centre. 
Other wild flowers to be found near 
the city the the Bladderwort, with 
yellow flowers; the Evening Prim- 
rose, with large yellow flowers; the 
Agrimony, of the rose family; the 
Yellow Avens and also the three- 
fiowered Avena; the Bilverweed, green 
on top and silver underneath, with 
yellow flowers and runners like the 
strawberry; the False Asphodel, 
sometimes called the Tofielda, of the 
lly family; and many other varieties, 


The Edmonton district, in short, is 
rich in wild flowers of all deacrip- 
tions, and no lover of the beautiful 
should miss a trip through the coun- 
try at the present time.

Adolphe D'Ennery, the author of 
the immortal “The Two Orphans" as 
picturized for William Fox, was one 
of the chief glories of French letters 
and was admitted to the Academy of 
The Immortals at an earlier age than 
any of his fellow scribes had ever 
been, His play of “The Two Orphans” 
is probably more widely known than 
any other drama ever penned and has 
obtained world-wide popularity.

“S' One.calorie. of heat is the amount 
that will raise the temperature of a pint of 
water 4 degrees Fahrenhéit. The amount of 
a given food, as of bread, that would furnish 
this much heat when digested in the body is 
a one-calorié. _portion of bread—one-tenth 
ounce, or a half-inch cube. The total cal- 
oric requirements depends upon the amount 
of bodily heat and muscular energy needed 
by ‘an Individual, This will depend upon the 
individual's (1) weight, (2) age, (3) sex, 
(4) occupation, (5) climate, and will vary 
from the average in individuals in accord- 
ance with the amount of outdoor life, cloth- 
ing, and personal {diosyncrasies, 


The following table of average require- 
ménts is widely quoted in American publica- 
tions at the present time. It is based upon 
Germaniec ‘standards, which involves a 
hetirty diet, and may ‘therefore be consid- 
ered as giving the maximum quantity ad< 
visable:

A sufficient proportion of minerals is 
equally essential to life and health, although 
these are needed in ninute. quantities, 
Studies in physiological chemistry have only 
recently discovered the vital significance of 
minerals, and the quantities required in 
childhood are not yet exactly known. The 
dally requirements for a grown man, ac- 
cording to Sherman, are .7 grams lime, 2.76 
gtame phosphorus and .015 grams iron, The 
child's requirements during growth approx- 
imate this. Not only the bones and the 
teeth, but every cell and fluid requires min- 
eral matter; the digestion and assimilation 
of food, the absorption of oxygen and the 
elimination of carbonic acid gas by the 
blood, the normal action of the heart and 
the sensitiveness and reaction of the nerves 
ate dependent upon the normal mineral 
supply in the system, The list needed in- 
cludes about twelve, the principal ones be- 
ing lime, phosphorous, iron, soda, potash 
and sulphur. “Minerals supplied to the body 
in vegetable and animal tissues or fluids 
have in some way been vitalized and made 
organic, so they are readily assimilated by 
the system. Mineral matter as dug .from 
the earth is inorganic and is not assimilated 
either so thoroughly or so readily.

(c) ofl, found in cream, olive oil and fatty 
nuts; (d) sugars, found in honey, molasses 
and dried fruits; (e) vegetable acids, found 
in fruits, ‘ 

Hard foods, requiring work of the jaws, 
are needed every day, especially from nine 
months to seven years of age, while the first 
and second teeth are coming. Hard foods 
exercise and develop the jaws and teeth and 
promote a good circulation through the 
jaws, mouth and nose. They may be sup- 
plied by a chicken or chop bone wiped free 
of the cooked meat, or after nine months 
by hard crust. hard toast, zwieback or edu- 
eator crackers given at one or two meals 
every day. Soft, mushy foods as a steady 
diet are injurious, not only by failing to 
supply the needed exercise and circulation, 
but also by clinging to the teeth, ferment- 
ing and producing early decay of the tecth,

Berlin Made No Protest, 

At the great council of the entente 
powers held in Paris last February the 
Italian representatives were presse: 
for an explanation as to why Italy had 
not declared war on Germany, On 
February 29, Italy requisitioned 34 
German ships which were interned in 
Italian ports, As a similar action by 
Portugal had promptly called forth un 
ultimatum from Berlin which was fol- 
lowed by a declafation of war, it was 
confidently expected that the same #- 
quel would follow in regard to Italy. 
As far as is known, however, Wil- 
helmatrasse did not even makea pre- 
test. If war is now declared Italian 
troops may Le sent to the western 
front, according to the eéxpectations 
cxpressed in London and Paris.

Value of Luminous Dial, 

Speaking of the value of the wrist- 
watch with luminous dial, as, when 
flying in the dark, he has to check time 
and distance by what landmarks are 
visible, he explains: “You see the wind 
pli a very important part in aerial 
navigation and usually increases as 
you go up, besides usually veering to 
the right. At 100 feet it may be 
blowing 10 miles an hour from the 
north, At 10,000 feet it will likely be 
blowing 30 miles an hour fronry the 
north-east. So in steering a compass 
course you have to make all these al- 
lowances, besides checking speed, ete., 
by landmarks, if possible, We have 
a speed indicator on ail machines, but 
it only shows the speed of the ma- 
chine through the air, which may be 
quite different to your speed over the 
ground, depending entirely on the 
speed and direction of the wind, 

“My machine is a Sopwith, a two- 
seater biplane of the very latest type. 
It does 110 miles per hour and is a 
perfectly lovely machine. It will 
climb 10,000 feet in 80 minutes easily. 
T am naturaly awfully proud of my 
‘bus.’ 

“My job is to go out with heavy 
bombing machines and protect them 
from venturesome hostile craft. I 
take an observer, two machine guns, 
and ten trays of ammunition, besides 
24 explosive darts in a special drop- 
ping device, I have to go over the 
place they are going to bomb, and 
circle round till all our machines 
have done their work and are safely 
on their way home, Then my obser- 
ver cheeks up the damage done, After 
waiting a little while for the Huns to 
come out of their dug-outs I let go my 
explosive darts, which fall in a shower 
on the wreckage. These darts are 
full of a very high explosive; and 
make quite a mess wherevr they drop.” 


Fooling Hun Gunners,

Mentioning that they were badly 
in need of dentists and that numbers 
of men were suffering from. indiges- 
tion through want of teeth, Dr. 
Sloane states that this necessity 
brought them in touch with a Dr. 
Brantman, a graduate of a college in 
the United States, who had been livs 
(Ing seven years at Salonica. 

“He tells us," says he, “that before 
the French and British armies came 
here it was unsafe to go even a few 
miles outside Salonica. The whole 
country was over-run with brigands, 
even in the hills where we now are. 
He liked the Turks better than the 
Greeks. During the Balkan war he 
did work for the Turkish army and 
it was not safe for him to go even to 
the citadel without an armed guard, 
He says he takes quinine nearly all 
the year as a preventive of malaria. 
I guess the malaria mosquitu and the 
brigands must have had complete 
possession of Macedonia for there is 
very little evidence of any attempt to 
develop the country which really 
should be a fine country if worked by 
a progressive people. A week ago 
one of our corporals had to attend a 


court martial about 20 miles up 
country, and he tells me he passed 
through some very fine cultivated 


country, mostly orchards. Brantman 
says some of the Salonica merchants 
used to make regular monthly pay- 
ments to the brigands and so were 
allowed to travel about. unmolested,”

With one of his letters Dr, Sloane 
encloses a cutting from the Balkan 
News unnouncing the taking ovey of 
Salonica by the French, “It was 
really too funny for anything yester- 
day in the city,” he writes. It was 
King Constantine day and the city 
was decorated and everybody cele- 
brating. The Greeks seemed to pay 
no attention to the faet that all the 
public buildings were surrounded by 
French guatds and went on with 
their celebrations as though nothing 
unustial were happening. Just im- 
agine London celebrating the King's 
birthday while foreign troops were 
taking over all the government build- 
ings jn the city.” 


TURK MEASURES TO 
BRING RETRIBUTION 


Russia Will Retallate for Attacka on 
Blick Sea Hospital Ships. 


London, July 21—A Reuter'’s Petro- 
grad correspondent says that the Rus- 
sian minister of foreign affairs has in- 


formed | the Turkish “government 
through the ambassadors of the United 
States and Spain that Russia will 
henceforth disregard the principles of 
The Hague convention as far as Turk- 
ish hospital ships are concerned, 

The Russian hospital ship Portugal 
was sunk by » submarine in the Black 
Sea last March, There were a large 
number of wounded on board at the 
time and 115 lives were lost. It was 
at first stated that the ship had been 
sunk by 2 German submarine but Tur- 
key later accepted the responsibility 
by declaring that the ship did not fly 
{the red cross flag and was mistaken 
for a transport, 

On July 9 the Vpreide, which took 
the place of the Portugal was torpe- 
doed and sent to the bottom while on 
her way to Batum to embark wounded 
soldiers. The official report of the dis- 
neter made no mention of loss of lives 
or of the nationality of the submaring,

ought to be. We are told that 
city is four-square and the sug- 
gestion conveyed is that all its life 
is symmetrical, in true proportion, 
The length and breadth and height 
of its life are equal, 

The first, its length, suggests the 
development of the citizen's life 
in that city. It should be provid 
ed that every phase of his de- 
velopment—physicai, mental and 
moral—should have every oppor- 
tunity and advantage. This sug- 
gestion if followed would lead us 
into an examination of the city’s 
homes, its parks, its schools, its 
factories and stores, its places of 
amusement, that we might see 
whether all these necessary ele- 
ments were conducive to the full 
and best development of the life of 
every citizen. A high standard 
of citizenship cannot be attained 
in a place where these spheres of 
life are not of the best, so that 
every man, women and child may 
have a full chanee to develop 
physically, mentally and morally. 

Another dimension of the model 
city’s life is its breadth, and that 
is most suggestive of the relation- 
ship ofeeach man with his neigh- 
bors. In the model city one sec- 
tion of the city cannot be set over 
against another, Each one must 
consider the common good, Each 
one must feel a responsibility — to- 
wards all others. 

A cosm6politan city based on a 
true model cannot afford to de- 
velop one seetion for the rich and 
another for the poor, one for the 
Chinese, another for the Italian, 
another for the Austrian or Rus- 
sian, and others for British born. 
There must be breadth of view and 
Lreadth of sympathy bred in all.
